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Four employees of Elba W & E Department 
terminated after failing drug screening test

At a press conference — last 
Wednesday afternoon (June 23rd), 
Elba Mayor Ricky Haywood an- 
nounced the suspension of four Wa- 
ter and Electric Board employces for 
using and/or selling of controlled 
substances. 

The group was suspended as of 
Wednesday and according to Hay- 
wood, employee guidelines require 
they remain so until the next meeting 
of the utility board. 

Present at the meeting were Po- 
lice Chief Jack Parker and several 
members of the police department. 

Very few details were released by 
Haywood. He did indicate three of 
the employces were accused of using 
an unnamed controlled substance 
during their lunch hour and the 
fourth is accused of both using and 
selling. 

The mayor said the Elba clean-up 
program was underway and had 
Started with their own people. He 
vowed to protect the taxpayers in- 
vestment by insuring that those 
charged with the upkeep were fully 


able to serve and protect the in- 
vestment of the taxpayers. 

Haywood declined to be more 
specific about how the group was 
caught, however the small town 
grapevine, which is so strong in 
Elba, carried a story which meshed 
and expanded the official version. 

The unconfirmed report is that 
Elba police placed an undercover 
agent in the water department. This 
person was invited to the home of 
one of the alleged drug users at 
lunch that first day. Reportedly, the 
four played Nintendo and smoked 
marijuana in his presence before 
they returned to work. 

First reports were that the under- 
cover agent was hired to work in the 
water department because he was a 
friend of Operations Officer Henry 
Clark. Later stories began circulating 
around town that he was indeed a 
“narc” or narcotics officer. Police 
have not commented on the case but 
the officer probably came forward at 
this time because of his “blown cov- 
Chie 

Once the general public begins 
hearing these stories, any undercover 
agent’s effectiveness vanishes be- 
cause potential targets surely hear 


CITY TO USE COUNTY LANDFILL 
Elba City Council asks Industrial 
Board to turn over $27,500.00

The Elba City Council approved a 
request by Mayor Ricky Haywood 
and voted 4-1 to ask the Industrial 
Development Board to transfer 
$27,500 to the city for possible use 
in training the new glove making 
employees in Elba. 

The Board has been mecting to 
consider supporting the training pro- 
gram for employees of the new 
plant, but have taken no action. 

Haywood said, “It is sad, that the 
Industrial Development — Board 
would let $27,500 stand between us 
getting this factory.” 

Opposing the motion was council 
member Bill Brunson. In opposing 
the vote, he said he didn’t know 
enough about the matter to go on 
record asking transfer of the funds. 

Haywood said he had an appoint- 
ment in Montgomery with Governor 
Folsom on Wednesday of this week. 
The mayor will be requesting funds 
to renovate a portion of the old cle- 
mentary school for use by the sew- 
ing factory. 

He explained that he needed the 
recorded vote to convince the gov- 
ernor that Elba would support the 
project. 

In other action the council voted 
to not go forward with commis- 
sioning a new census of the city to 
help defend against a class action re- 
districting suit. The city has already 
spent $11,115 in legal fees trying to 
get the courls to postpone re- 
districting until the 1996 elections, 
The additional cost of $5,000-7,000 


for the cdnsus was more than the 
mayor and council members wanted 
to put into the project. 

Council member Gladys Yelver- 
ton noted the council members had 
never disagreed with the proposed 
new district lines. She explained that 
they only wanted the judge to not 
force the expense of another election 
until 1996, 

The council voted to enter into a 
contract with Coffee County to use 
the new county landfill. The cost 
will be $17 per ton and the contract 
will be worded to end at the same 
time the present pick-up contract 
with ISS ends in about 2 1/2 years. 

The council approved the hiring 
of an additional police officer at $8 
per hour. He will be paid, in part, by 
a one year grant from HUD and will 
work mainly in the areas owned by 
the housing authority. 

Chief Parker explained the officer 
could be utilized in other areas in 
case of an emergency. 

HUD will pay the $8 salary but 
Elba must pay social security, in- 
surance and other benefits, plus fur- 
nish transportation. 

Parker said Elba would be able to 
furnish a police car for the new of- 
ficer. 

Bobby Lee of Peters & Mitchell 
reported progress of the Mulberry 
paving project and their survey of 
the Elba sewer system, 

A request from the Elba Adult 
Club for use of the rooms in the old 
school buildings was favored by 
council members. Further  dis- 
cussions will be held after it is de- 
termined what area will better serve 
this group.

Coffee County has first customer for lanafill

On Thursday, June 24, the Coffee 
County Commission met in an ad- 


journed meeting from the last regu- 


lar session to discuss landfill con- 
tracts, 

Commission Chairman Robert 
Stephens did not waste any time get- 
ting down to the business at hand. 

He presented members of the 
commission with a copy of the con- 
tractfagreement between Coffee 
County and the Southeast Alabama 
Solid Waste Disposal Authority. 
This contract permits the Authority 
to use the Coffee County landfill. 

Commissioners had an opportuni- 
ty to examine the agreement prior to 
Thursday’s meeting. However, Ste- 
phens offered them the opportunity 
to review the document one final 
lime before signing it. 

“We are here to adopt this resolu- 
tion,” said Stephens. “It reads as fol- 
lows: ‘Be it resolved by the county 
commission, that Coffee County ap- 
proves that contract attached hereto 
between the Southeast Alabama Sol- 
id Waste Disposal Authority 
(SASWDA) and Coffee County, Al- 
abama and authorizes the chairman 
of the Coffee County Commission to 
execute the same on the behalf of 
Coffee County, Alabama and to di- 
rect the county administrator to at- 
test the same’.” 

County Attorney Kenneth Fuller 
remarked that the committee, ap- 
pointed to resolve this matter, had 
worked long and hard in doing so. 

“I have been through this agree- 
ment several times - more than sev- 
eral mes - and I am satisfied that it 
is a good agreement to promote and 
protect the county and to provide the 
authority with the disposal of their 
waste upon the agreed terms that we 
have arrived at,” said Fuller, 

Commissioner Sid Averett made 
the motion, seconded by Commis- 
sioner Lawrence Creel, that the com 
mission adopt the resolution, 

Commissioner Bermest Brooks, 
following the motion to adopt, asked 
that he be allowed time to further 
study the agreement prior to the 
vote. 

The commission took a forty- 
minute recess in order to allow 
Brooks to “study” the agreement 
with the assistance of the county al- 
torney. 

Upon reconvening, the vole was 
taken on the resoluuon to adopt the 
contract between Coffee County and 
SASWDA.

Averett, Creel, Jack Hanson, Bill

votes were: Commissioners 


and Wendell Black. 

Coffee County now has its first 
Subtitle D landfill customer. Accord- 
ing te Stephens, others are expected 
to be forthcoming in the very near 
future. 

Details of the contract were not 
made available Thursday, because 
the agreement had to be sent to 
SASWDA for their signature. Cop- 
ies will be made available to the me- 
dia in Monday’s (June 28) regular 
commission meeting. 

However, it is known that it is a 
multi-year agreement and that the 
tipping fee will be $17 per ton. Also, 
a per-year-cap has been set on the 
amount of garbage that can been dis- 
posed of, by the Authority, in the 
landfill - 70,000 tons. To dump more

Even with the Coffee County 
Subtitle D Landfill under construc- 
tion, commissioners continue to field 
questions on whether or not the 
county can afford it, 

In Monday's regular bi-monthly 
session, Enterprise attorney Paul 
Young quizzed the commissioners 
about the estimated cost of the land- 
fill. 

“How much is the landfill going 
to cost to build? Does anybody know 
that?” asked Young. 

The only response to Young's 
question came from the county engi- 
neer, Mark Pool, 

“About $867,000,” Pool stated, 

Young stated that he had heard 
one estimate of $1.9 million to build 
the facility, 

Pool told Young, “That's with a 
contractor building everything,” 

According to Pool, there will be a 
shared responsibility between county 
crews and contractors in the con- 
struction of the county landfill, No 
percentage or ratio of contractor/ 
county construction responsibility 
was given, 

Young questioned the $17 upping 
fee set in last week's special com- 
mission meeting, 

“You established a $17 upping 
fee before you ever knew how much 
it was going to cost to build the 
thing,” said Young. 

Pool stated that complete cost 
analysis were on the land- 
fill project and they were checked 

rechecked prior to beginning 


than that will have to be approved by 
the commission. 

In other related matters, the com- 
mission approved the payment of 
overtime to county employees work- 
ing on the preparation of the landfill. 

The purchase of a used 8,300 gal- 
lon tanker to transport collected lea- 
chate away from the landfill was ap- 
proved by the commission in a 4-3 
split vote. 

At the request of Mark Pool, 
county engineer, bid requests were 
sent out for the rental of 2 bulldoz- 
ers, 2 excavators, and 2 sheepfoot 
rollers to be used in the construction 
of the landfill. The length of time of 
the rental will be for 30 to 60 days. 

Projected opening date for the 
Coffee County Landfill is October 4, 


1993, 

The meeting ended on a good 
note when Stephens stated that the 
commission expects to borrow less 
than the $2 million first estimated 
for the construction of the landfill. 

Pool added to the good news 
when he informed commissioners 
that the county had received grants 
totaling $541,736 for road repair. 

They were as follows: 
$245,125.00 to resurface Co. Rd. 
410 (old 25) from just south of Elba 
to the Geneva County _ line; 
$61,488.00 (Industrial Access Grant) 
for Co. Rd. 137; $75,000 (Safety 
Grant) for Co. Rd. 643; and 
$160,123.00 (Industrial Access 
Grant) for Co. Rd. 636.

In closing, Young expressed con- 
cern about “hidden costs” not yet 
known in the construction and opera- 
tion of the landfill, 

“What are we going to do if the 
Southeast Alabama Solid Waste Dis- 
posal Authority pulls out? asked 
Young. “What is the county going to 
do?” 

A signed and sealed contract be- 
tween Coffee County and the South- 
east Alabama Solid Waste Disposal 
Authority was delivered during 
Monday’s meeting. 

Members of the Authority include 
the following counties and munici- 
palities; Dale County along with Ari- 
ton, Clayhatchee, Daleville, Midland 
City, Ozark, and Pinckard; Geneva 
County including Black, Coffee 
Springs, Eunola, Geneva, Hartford, 
Samson, and Slocomb; Henry 
County with Abbeville, Halesburg, 
Headland, and Newville; Houston 
County along with Ashford, Avon, 
Columbia, Cottonwood, Cowarts, 
Gordon, Kinsey, Madrid, Taylor, 
and Webb, 

Following Young’s comments, 
the commission continued in their 
business session which included the 


awarding of bids for equipment ren- 
tal, The equipment, two bulldozers, 
two excavators, and two sheepfoot 
packers, are to be used in the con- 
struction of the landfill, 

The bids were split and awarded 
to Thompson Tractor Co, Inc. of Do- 
than and Joe Money Equipment of 
Montgomery, 

The total amount of the bid (on 
all 6 pieces of equipment) for one 
month’s rental was $37,669.31. In- 
cluded in this amount was insurance 
and delivery and pick-up of the 
equipment. 

In another landfill related matter, 
the commission passed a resolution 
allowing First Alabama Bank to han- 
dled the issuing of $1.3 million in 
bonds to finance landfill construc- 
tion, 

The commission, in a previous 
mooting, approved the borrowing of 
up to $2 million for the purpose of 
constructing a Subtitle D landfill in 
Coffee County.

Second District Farmers Finally Get A Vote 


Recently, the farmers of South- 
east Alabama received some good 
news. The Committee on Commit- 
tees approved my request for a 
seat on the all important House 
Agriculture Committee for the re- 
mainder of the 103rd Congress. 
This means that Second Congres- 
sional District Farmers will finally 
have a voling representative on the 
House legislative body which de- 
termines agriculture policy. 

According to figures from the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
Alabama saw $2.9 billion in farm 
commodity cash receipts in 1991. 
Of this figure, at least $700 million 
in farm cash receipts, much of 
which are peanut revenues, came 
from the 15 counties of the Second 
Congressional District. Since near- 
ly one third of the state’s agricul- 
wure sales are centered in Southeast 
Alabama, we have a clear need for 
a direct vote on farm issues in the 
House of Representatives. 

Now is a critical ume for agri- 
culture as farmers come under as- 
sault from undermining effects of 
a possible North American Free 
Trade Agreement and plans for re- 
gressive energy and gasoline taxes 
under the new Clinton budget 
plan, During such an uncertain pe- 
riod, I feel that it is imperative that 
our farming interests have the 
strongest possible voice in their 
national government. For the last 
28 years, Second District farmers 
have had no such voice. 

For this reason, I sought to take 
on the extra responsibility of serv- 
ing on three House committees si- 
multaneously, something which 


dependence on farm, and defense 
spending, I fought for, and was 
given special permission to serve 
on both the House Agriculture and 
Armed Services committees dur- 
ing this Congress. I also requested 
to be placed on the committee 
overseeing veterans issues so that 
our unusually large number of resi- 
dent veterans would be sufficiently 
represented. 

What we now have, I believe, is 
a unique situation in the history of 
our Congressional District. The 
only time a congressman has 
served from southeast Alabama on 
three major committees all at the 
same time.

Preparing the ice that day was 
more complicated than bursting open 
a plastic bag of uniformly shaped ice 
cubes. Daddy removed the quilts, 
raked back the sawdust and began 
chipping ever so cautiously with his 
Barlow knife. After a line was en- 
trenched around the desired portion 
Daddy drew back and made two, 
three hard stabs. Right on schedule, 
the large chunk broke. Bill rushed up 
with a dishpan, catching ever last 
sliver. The ice was then rinsed bricf- 
ly of its sawdust, and carefully 
picked into picces. 

Mama brought the precious syrup 
bucket. Frances fetched the emptied 
white porcelain water bucket from 
the ! ack porch shelf. And I totted the 
little white cloth bag of salt out to 
the front porch, to the edge where 
Daddy would freeze the cream. 

Daddy sat the syrup pail in the 
center of the water bucket and held it 
firmly in place by means of its bail, 
or handle, extended upward, Bill 
scooped in ice, making sure there 
was a layer all around the syrup 
bucket. Mama took up a handful of 
the salt and sifted a little trail all 
over the top of the ice, Daddy jig- 
gled the bucket by means of the bail, 
making sure a large piece of ice 
would not prevent movement. 


Another layer of ice was put in 
and another layer of salt. On and up- 
ward it was filled, until it almost 
reached the top of the pail. Daddy 
began turning the smaller bucket in- 
side the larger bucket, churned it 
back and forth, back and forth, ever 
so smoothly, so gently, so rhythmi- 

cally. He turned ever so patiently 
while we kiddoes watched and wait- 
ed so impatiently. 

Daddy watched cautiously as the 
ice began to melt and the water be- 
gan to rise; the salty solution must 
be poured off carefully before it 
reached the ‘eyes' lest it seep through 
into the freezing cream. 

We each clamored for, and wer 
given, a chance to turn the bucket. 
As the cream hardened, however, 
turning it became more and more 
difficult, even with a padding of old 
paper around the freezing-cold wire 
bail. Soon Daddy yelled, "OKEY 
DOKEY, SQUIRE SKIMP, THAT'S 
IT!" amid shouts all around. Then he 
added, "But jest so's she'll be good'n 
hard we'll let ‘er set a bit." So paper 
was spread over the top and an extra 
padding of a burlap bag was added 
for the wait. Meanwhile we rushed 
to assemble tin spoons and chipped 
bowls for the magical moment. 

Soon the padding was removed, 
the syrup pail lifted out and the lid 
pried off. Mama dished up the white 
mountains of ice cream and we sat 
around the porch--licking, smacking, 
slowly relishing the delicious taste 
that was so rare, so special. Such a 
heavenly treat on a sweltering hot 
day long ago drew our family so 
close; we wished the time nor the ice 
cream would never end. 

The recent’ sign, HAND- 
CHURNED ICE CREAM, sent me 
racing inside the shop, expecting to 
see a daddy sitting there, churning a 
syrup pail back and forth, Primed 
my taste buds for ice cream like we 
enjoyed on a long-ago Fourth of 
July. I guess it's no wonder I was so 
disappointed, so downcast when I 
entered the store and saw only an 
electric cord protruding from a fancy 
ice cream freezer, and there was no 
Daddy nor family around.

A couple of months ago, I wrote 
to you about the possible upcoming 
voting on a new property tax in Cof- 
fee County. It will be here in a 
couple of weeks for us to vote for a 
property tax on ourselves. Following 
is a copy of a letter 1 wrote you a 
couple of months ago about this. 

“IT understand there may be an 
election to get the people to approve 
a tax to get money to build a new 
courthouse in Enterprise and repair 
the present courthouse in Elba. 

“While the county is doing this, 
let me make a recommendation to 
them and you people can also. If you 
want to build a new courthouse, that 
is fine. While you are doing that why 
not build one new courthouse that 
would house all the people now us- 
ing both courthouses in the county 
(in other words consolidate the same 
offices in the two courthouses), You 
can save money by reducing the 
number of personnel. 

“Tt does not matter where the new 
courthouse is built. Everything else 
is moving to New Brockton, this one 
building just as well be there, but a 
better place would be in Enterprise. 

“If you would do this, you just 
might get the people to vote in favor 
of a tax. 

“People, what do you think about 
this??? If you agree with me, why 
not let it be known to our Commis- 
sioners, If you do not like the idea of 
saying anything to the Commission- 
ers, now why not let them know 
about it at the polls,” 

If the one courthouse is not on the 
ballot, please vote NO on the proper- 
ty tax. Even if we repair the old 
courthouse in Elba, we will have to 
continue repairing it every few 
years, Then there may be a flood 
every decade or so that will cause 
more repairs that could be unneces- 
sary if we have only one courthouse 
building, The cost of repairing that 
building will be to great for us,

I should stan’ by saying “What 
goes around, comes around.” That is 
more or less what happened to the 
pine trees. There will never again be 
the vast long leaf yellow pines that 
are long gone. It takes about 40 
years to grow them. Timber compa- 
nics now own a large part of all the 
land, They want trees that can be 
harvested in 15 to 20 years. They 


_ have developed species that will do 
| that. 


50 years ago, and probably much 
less, if you said you were going bird 
hunting, everyone who knew any- 
thing about hunting knew you meant 
quail. About 30 years ago there were 
sull lots of quail. We had many 
small farms scattered all over the 
country side, Quail, in order to raise, 
must have two things, feed and cov- 
er. The small farms helped give 
them what they required and we 
were blessed with a large quantity of 
birds. Hunting was more than just 
shooting them. There was such 
pleasure in just watching a good bird 
dog work. They loved to hunt and it 
was so apparent. It was beautiful to 
see them rove about, smelling for 
birds, and when they found them and 
went into a point it was a work of 
art. I recall being about three miles 
south of Shiloh Black Church, on the 
old New Brockton road. It was about 
a mile below the old Horace Fuller 
place. It takes an old timer to know 
where that was. The house and all 
has been gone a long time. I was 
hunting on a hillside looking down 
toward a branch head, when the dog 
pointed. I got the covey up and shot 
a couple to the left of the branch, 
and I followed to get up some sin- 
gles. The dog pointed, and instead of 
a single, up came another covey. I 
was surprised, but I believe I got at 
least one more. This covey flew 
across the branch head and I went 
over there to hunt the singles. Again, 
to my great surprise, up came an- 
other covey. They tell me that hardly 
anyone hunts quail anymore. There 
are not enough left. What a shame, 
the young men of today will never 
know the joy of bird hunting. James 
Martin was the best shot that I ever 
knew of. He would routinely get 23 
birds out of a box of 25 shells. 

Dove shoots were an entirely dif- 
ferent matter. Back in the 1940's and 


50's, we had big shoots. As many as’ } 


20 people and even more would go. 
to a large peanut field, where pea- 
nuts had been picked, and I have to: 
admit, sometimes a little extra feed 
had been illegally scattered around 
to attract more birds. It was not ille- 
gal to shoot at any time of the day. 
The best time to get them was as the 
sun was coming up. You had to be 
facing east so that you could see 
them in the breaking dawn. 

In the dove shooting season of 
1940-41, my good friend Williard 
“Shorty” Martin, and I were going 
on a dove shoot. We were to get up 
and be at the field by dawn, so 
Shorty was spending the night at my 
house. It was one of the coldest 
nights that we had. I was on the vol- 
untcer fire department. There was no 
central heat in those days, no electric 
blankets. Everyone had plenty of 
quilts and blankets and were well 
covered up. I lived very close to 
town and the fire whistle blew. I 
jumped up and Shorty, being there, 
got up also. We threw our clothes on 
and pushed our feet into shoes with- 
out socks on, did not event tie the 
laces. Elba had only one fire truck 
and the only pressure was from the 
gravity of water coming from Red- 
doch Hill. Dozier Roberts lived with 
Cleve and Daisy Rushing next to the 
levee on Pea River Bridge. He got 
the fire truck and we all went to Dr, 
Ran Crook’s new home, unoccupied, 
on the Branulley road. Not many 
houses were there then, The road 
was paved, but no curbs, The fire 
plug was sitting in a pool of frozen 
water, Shorty and I both lost shoes in 
the mud where the ice broke through 
and our shoes came off. We both 
think maybe one or two other people 
helped put the fire out. Not one 
neighbor or one spectator showed 
up. The house did not burn badly, 
How we did it, I'll never understand. 

Another fire experience, In 1941 
the whistle blew in the day ime. The 
only fire truck was housed in the 
back end of the building that is now 
the Police Department. A wooden 
ramp about a foot high was where 
we backed the truck into the build- 
ing. | ran from the Hardware over 
there, Everyone was looking over to- 
ward New Town, A_ huge black 
smoke was boiling sky ward, The 
truck would not crank, We pushed it 
out and thought it would catch, It 
didn't. Ross Smith Chevrolet Co, 
was in the building where Skinner's 
is now. The only story section to the 
right was the shop department. Hol- 
lis Matthews was a mechanic there, 
He ran to get the wrecker to pull the 
fire truck off to start it, He hooked a 
chain to the front bumper and gave it 
a hard yank. The engine started, but 
it broke the right bumper bolt. That 
went to the ground, | jumped up on 
the fender and held on to the hood

we went to the fire. My Mother hap 

pened to be down town and nearly 

liad a heart attack when she saw me 
holding on to the ornament with my 
left hand and holding the bumper up 
with my right. 

It was a large, old building across 
from Smith Bros. Store on the corner 
of Hickman and Plant. It was built 
about 1900 out of the yellow long 
leaf pine for a cotton gin, The tim- 
bers went up high and were 10" x 
12" at least. Over the years, cotton 
lint had accumulated all in it. Oscar 
English had bought the building and 
it had been used for different purpos- 
es. That morning, Kinney Adkison 
cranked his gasoline motor to grind 
corn. It back fired and it went up like 
gas had been poured on it. There was 
no hope of saving it, but we did keep 
Smith Bros. from going and other 
buildings around. We had 6 to 10 
volunteer firemen. One truck. No 
other equipment. No one was trained 
except LO use good judgement. 

The truck wasn’t cranked until it 
was needed. That is the reason it 
would not crank that morning. The 
battery had run down because it had 
not been used in a while. In a recent 
Clipper, I saw where they now have 
25 members, all of them trained, and 
all kinds of equipment. It is hard to 
believe, in my old age, that I was 
ever that young and agile. 

By the way, Shorty and I still 
went on the dove shoot. Youth, 
wasn’t it great.

His 
American guests could not have pre- 
pared themselves for the adventures 
that lay ahead 


Part Il. THE COOK. The group 
consisted of the P. H., a native Bush- 
man tracker, a skinner, and a cook, 
who will never be forgotten because 
of his exceptional skill and surpris- 
ing talent in cooking in a cast iron 
Dutch oven, over an open fire, gour- 
met dishes such as Antelope Pilaf 
and Buffalo Steak Cordon Bleu. The 
cook's name was Maguami. Al- 
though his English was broken, he 
prided himself on proclaiming that 
he had been schooled by some of the 
finest chefs in London. He provided 
his guests with hot, fresh cooked 
meals every moming at daylight and 
again each evening. His specialty 
was hand rolled bread baked fresh 
each morning. 

Maguami was a native Bushman, 
Because of his British schooling and 
many years of employment as a Sa- 
fari cook, he was well acquainted 
with British traditions of colonialism 
and honor toward his English coun- 
terparts. Frequent discussions around 
the campfire at night centered 
around the remaining customs and 
traditions of British colonialism, 

Apparently in Old England, in 
those families tied to government 
and commerce, the young men are 
expected to go on extended Safari in 
their preparatory and college years.

"Normally he would have run, but 
he had eaten and was protecting his 


rest and move and water and move omg 


again for two days, the hunters con- 
tinued to follow the tracks neverthe- 
less, and the stalk was begun not 


knowing that it might be two days or 


three or four before the lion might be 


sighted. The tracker advised that the *y 


lion was a big one, and a male. It 
traveled at times with lesser lions, or 
perhaps a lioness, and two complete 
circles were made from the desert to 
the veldt, to the edge of the Okavon- 


go River, to a distant watering hole, ° 


and back to the plain again. The 
tracks, ever fresher, so affected the 
Doc's friend that his mindset became 
so focused on the quarry that this 
lion would have to be sighted and 
perhaps taken, whether the stalk con- 
tinued for another day or another 
week. The lion had been heard in 
camp, his tracks had become famil- 
lar, and his pattern had now been ex- 
posed, 

The time didn't matter anymore, 
The Doe observed his friend in quiet 
saisfaction, now knowing that the 
confrontation was inevitable, 

Shortly after noon, on the sixth 
day, the P. H. spotted in the distance 
a small thicket of ees rising above 
the plain occupied by several vul- 
lures, He pointed toward the stand of 
trees and uttered a prophetic state- 
ment; "There is your lion.

His 
kill,” he indicated, pointing to a 
downed animal just beyond the 
thicket, Approaching with utmost

In this instance they can be very ag-

The Doc's friend could hardly 
speak.

He had experienced such a pro- 
found sense of awe - of the deepest 
love and respect for the animal that 
had been taken, Of all God's crea 
lures, the most powerful, the most 
fearless, yet the most feared and the 
most worthy of respect.

her cold sparkling waters; and of 
having partaken of the very best of 
the best. 

And looking across the aisle at 
the Doc, he looked back at his friend 
and smiled. His friend was so thank- 
ful and appreciative for being includ- 
ed in this, another adventure. And 
one can't help but wonder where it 
will be next time the Doe calls and 
says, "Let's go,"

Forestry Better Management Practic- 
es (BMP) Demonstration Tour. 

The Flack-Haney (Flack-Haney 
Timber Company provided the land) 
forestry demonstration area was sc- 
lected to show as many BMPs as 
possible on a single site. 

Best Management Practices 
(BMPs) are non-regulatory guide- 
lines suggested to help Alabama’s 
forestry community comply with 
state and federal water quality laws 
and regulations. 

The BMP demonstration featured 
proper ways to prepare stream cross- 
ings using steel and wooden bridges 
and also nature’s materials. Also, 
how to properly remove and stabi- 
lize the crossing sites was demon- 
Strated, 

All along the tour, the relocation 
and reconstruction of access roads, 
and how to prevent soil erosion, was 
demonstrated, 

The theme and demonstrations, 
throughout the tour, were on how to 
conduct forestry activities and pro- 
tect water quality at the same time, 

The main objective of this first- 
ever event in the state was to encour- 
age participants to consistently im- 
plement effective BMPs during their 
own forest management operations. 

C, W. “Bill” Moody, Chief Fo- 
rester with the Alabama Forestry 
Commission, said, “If landowners 
follow these BMPs, then they have 
satisfied the need to protect water 
from their forest practices.” 

“Landowners do not have to ap- 
ply these (BMPs), but if they pollute 
the waters and ADEM (Alabama De- 
partment of Environmental Manage- 
ment) comes out and measures it, 
they are subject to penalties,” contin- 
ved Moody 

Moody stated that it is the goal of 
the Forestry Commission to imple- 
ment these practices without having 
to make them into regulations. 

“Regulations, most times, inhibit 
productivity; therefore, inhibit the 
income landowners can derive, thus 
affecting the economic well-being of 
the state,” said Moody, 

If Alabama's forestry conimunity 
is successful in achieving consistent 
BMP implementation throughout the 
State, then it will be, first of all, mak- 
ing a considerable contribution to 
the good stewardship of soil, water, 
and forest resources. 

Secondly, the community will 
have credibility in assuring the gen- 
eral public and legislators that fur- 
ther regulation is not needed. 


If the group is unsuccessful, fur- 
ther regulation by federal, state and 
local authorities is a very real possi- 
bility in the future. 

Joining the Forestry Commission 
and Flack-Haney in sponsoring the 
tour were: Alabama Department of 
Environmental Management, Ala- 


bama Farmer’s Federation, Alabama 
Forestry Association, Alabama Log- 


ger’s Association, Choctawhatchee/ 
Pea Rivers Watershed Authority, 
Coffee County Forestry Planning 
Committee, and Container Corpora- 
tion.
